In 1968, Congress enacted the Handicapped Children's Early Education 
Assistance Act, This legislation authorized the development and operation 
of model preschool Intervention programs for children suffering from 
physical, emotional, health Impaired and/or mental handicaps. Administered 
by the Bureau of Education for the Handicapped, there are currently over 
100 of these preschool demonstration projects distributed throughout the 
United States; they are commonly and collectively known as the First 
Chance Network.
